Johnson Denounces Or- 
ganization for Fight 
Against Veterans. 


DAYTONA BEACH, Fla., July 22. 
(P)—In a sharp attack on the Na- 
tional Economy League, Louis John- 
son, national commander of the Amer- 
ican Legion, said today: “If there 


is going to be economy in America 


at the expense of the veteran, then 
let's have some economy in other 
places where it is worse needed.” 

Johnson was ehief speaker today 
at the midsummer conference of the 
llorida Legion at Daytona Beach. 

A few months ago, he said, “we 
had in this country an organization 
that said it dedicated itself to econ- 
omy, headed by an admiral. What 
is‘ the situation today? ‘That organ- 
ization is inactive. It led the attack 
for cuts on veterans. Now it is 
abandoned. It abondoned its spring 
membership drive. The committee on 
economy is without a chairman. The 
national chairman of the organiza- 
tion has resigned, and the whole kit 
and,caboodle have run to cover be- 
cause they have achieved their ob- 
ject in cutting the veterans.” 

Securities Also Hit. 

No less bitter was his onslaught on 
tax-exempt government securitie 

“To me,” Johnson declared, “the 
greatest crime of the World War was 
the issuance by our government of 
tax-exempt securities. Now, let’s 
see what the situation is in just a 
word. For us who are poor people 
and people of average means, we pay 
taxes on our homes, if we still have 
them, we pay taxes on our business; 
we pay taxes on“ our personal prop- 
erty; we pay taxes on our incomes, 

“At the same time, it is now 
known, that %72,000,000,000, almost 
one-half the wealth of this country, 
is invested in tax-exempt securities, 
and it is notorious that some of the 
wealthy men in America have invest- 
ed practically all, if not all, of their 
money in these tax-exempt securi- 
ties,”’ 

Hits “Goldbrickers.” 

Asserting that the Legion is op- 
posed to “goldbrickers” on the vet- 
eraus’ list, the national commander 
continued: “At the same time, let us 
not forget that all the ‘goldbrickers’ 
+s America werent on the veterans’ 
ist. 

“I call to every Legionnaire, to 
every Legion post and to every loyal 
son of America,” he added, “that 
where these critics of the veteran 
have thrown down the flag of econ- 
omy, let us pick it up and carry it 
on, and wherever there is corruption 
or graft or fraud and extravagance 
ihn America, in high places or low 
places, let us in the name of our 
disabled men, clean it out and do a 
good job.”

South Cotton Growers Ready 


To Plow Up 10 Million Acres 


Administrators of Farm 
Law Formally Accept 
Contract Offers From 
Sixteen States. 


The south will begin to plow up 
approximately 10,000,000 acres of 
cotton this week, designed to take 


3,500,000 bales from this year’s crop, 
for which the growers will be paid 
approximately $100,000,000 in cask 
in addition to options on more than 
2,000,000 bales of government-owned 
cotton. 

Word came from Washington Sat- 
urday that administrators of tne 
farm Jaw had formally acvepted the 
first of the contract offers from cot- 
ton growers in 16 states to plow up 
a certain portion of their crop, 

Approximately 15,000 acceptances 
of contracts were mailed to county 
farm agents from Washington. Ad- 
ministrators estimated that more than 


950,000 contracts are in Washington 


or in the hands of county agents. 
Work to Be Speeded 


Acceptances will be mailed out as. 


rapidly as possible. In the mean- 
time, emergency permits have been is- 
sued by some county agents. J. Phil 
Campbell, head of this work in Geor- 
gia, said that the emergency permits 
were issued for use where a farmer 
needed the land for food or feed crop 
purposes.

their commissions. 

Railroad rates are to be given first 
treatment because of the present emer- 
geney charges and hecause some sort 
of a revised caluation of the proper- 
ties of various power companies 
operating in the state will be neces- 
sary before a_ revision of electric 
energy schedules can be ordered.

NEW YORK, July 22.—(/)—Wall 
Street, following a protracted specu- 
lative spree, fled in confusion during 
the week before the ghost of 1929. 

From Wednesday to Friday stocks, 
grains and other leading commodities 
were thrown overboard into the whirl- 
pool of sinking prices for losses that 
wiped out sizeable portions of spec- 
tacular gains which had been accumu- 
lating during the last three months. 
In the frightened selling rush the good 
went with the bad and discrimination 
was forgotten in the mob-like fight. 

In the brief Saturday stock market 
session, while nervousness was still 
the dominating factor, shares managed 
to rally moderately as “bargain hunt- 
ers” picked off some of the apparently 
“cheap” equities and the growing army 
gf “bears” covered their commitments 
as a week-end precaution against 
good news between now and Monday. 

The frantic stock trading got to 
such*a pitch in the latter part of the 
week that commission houses were 
virtually swamped. The stock ex- 
change governors, in response to de- 
mands for aid, announced that begin- 
ning Monday, until further notice, 
trading would not open until noon 
instead of at 10 a. m., as is the cus- 
tomary procedure. The Chicago grain | 
mart was closed on both Friday and | 
Saturday to permit harried brokers to | 
dig out from under a mountain of | 
business that was seriously interfer- | 
ing with orderly transactions. 

It was one of the wildest and. 
heaviest stock trading weeks on rec- | 
ord. The sales volume fotaled 44.- 
645,243, which was around the peak 
of any week in the history ef the ex- 
change. The associated Press-Stand- 
ard Statistics average for 90 selected 
issues dropped 171-2 points to-77.1. 
This average reached its highest level 
for the year at 96.9 on last Monday. 

While bonds of the secondary groups 


this market showed a net decline of 
only 1.7 points. On the other hand, 
wheat, from Monday to Thursday, 
was off 127-8 to 221-2 cents a bush- 
el; rye lost 30 to 345-8 cents a bushel, 
and corn yielded 151-2 to 19 cents. 
Cotton trading continued through the 
week and this staple finished with 
losses of $5.65 to $6.30 a bale. Bar 
silver declined 41-8 cents an ounce to 
35 1-2 cents. 


The American dollar rallied sharply 
against the British pound sterling and 
leading European currencies, although 
this reversal of trend seemingly was 
not the same important motivating 
influence of former weeks. 


Although mild warnings of 4 “ror- 
rective reaction” had been coming 
from various financial quarters in the 
past week or so, the realization of the 
top-heavy markets structure, with a 
minimum of cushioning short interest. 
did not permeate the consciousness of 
most enthusiastic traders until the 
previously buoyant alcohol share 
group nose-dived on Wednesday in the 
face of happy prohibition repeal news 
from the southern states. Then the 
specter of the 1929 debacle, which 
appeared under similar circumstances, 
started a mad selling rush in all 
categories. 

Business and industrial news con- 
tinued bright, but a warning of Gen- 
eral Hugh S. Johnson, head of the 


‘national industrial recovery adminis- 


tration, that, unless employment and 
wages caught up with production 
within the next two months, difficul- 
ties might be expected, causing some 
apprehension among proponents — of 
advancing markets. Freight car load- 
ings reached another new peak for the 
year, steel output was only off a trifle 
from its highest level and electric 
power production recorded further 
gains,

Through the quiet, blue waters of 
Zach’s bay with a blistering sun 
beating down on the large crowd, Miss 
Rawls stroked her way to the new 
record in’4:35 3-5, lowering the mark 
of 4:45 4-5 she made in winning the 
1931 crown by more than 10 seconds. 

OUTCLASSES RIVALS. 

With Miss Kight, already victor in 
three individual events, swimming the 
anchor lap of 220 yards in 2 minutes, 
38 3-10 seconds, the Homstead four, 
which also included Louise Clark and 
the Gorman sisters Anna Mae and 
Johanna, sent the relay record down 
to 11:10. The old mark of 11:15 
1-35 was made by the Los Angeles 
Club in winning the event at Long 
Beach in 1930. 

In_ successfully defending her sec- 
ond title, the 15-year-old Florida star, 
winner of the springboard dive on the 
opening day, easily outclassed her 
four rivals. She finished the trying 
test of swimming 100 meters breast 
stroke, and the same distance back 
stroke and free style with 20 yards to 
spare over little June Burr, of Mi- 
ami, Fla. Close behind in third place 
trailed Helen Lee Smith, of Indian- 
apolis, beaten for runner-up honors

“As I see it, many great hitters in baseball have different ways of | 


There are certain 
that belong to every game and these 
fundamentals become the basis of 
foundation of what is known as form. 

For example, Babe Ruth used 
Joe Jackson for his model. Jack- 
son stood at the plate with his 
foot advanced, his left foot well 
back. The back of his right 
shoulder, he being a left-handed 
hitter, was turned to the pitcher. 
This made it much easier for him

Ruth and Codb had entirely dif- 
ferent ways of hitting a ball, as Ruth 
is a swinger and slugger, while Cobb 
was largely a place hitter, choking up 
the bat for control above power. 

Yet bofh Ruth and Cobb used 
the same basic fundamentals in 
regard to transference of weight 
through the swing—not hitting 
too quickly—keeping an eye on 
the ball. 

Cobb, during a batting slump, al- 
ways had one or two old-timers on 
the bench to study his action and re- 
port the fault that was affecting his 
swing. 

He mighi have been starting 
his body too quickly—throwing 
his weight too far forward before 
starting his hands. He might 
have been hitting up or hitting 
down where he should have been 
swinging in a plane parallel to 
the ground. 

Cobb once went to bat 24 consecu- 
tive times without getting a hit, This 
meant a hitless span of six or seven 
games.

It might be said that any number 
of leading golfers have different types 
of swings.

4—Weight distribution from 
left to right foot—back to left 
foot through down swing. 

Here are four essentials that belong 
to class, with few exceptions.

One of the main values of correct 
form—following the essential funda- 
mentals—is that it is of great help 
when pressure is applied. 

This goes for any game. There 
are times when incorrect form 
may get by against weak opposi- 
tion. But when crowded in some 
tight spot the crash is almost sure 
to follow.

The only test worth while is 
that which comes in the wake of 
tension.

Fourth—Avoid starting the ear up 
too rapidly and drive at a moderate 
rate of speed around turns. 
Fifth—When you replace your tires 
with new ones always put in new 
| tubes. too, because the old ones, worn, 
stretched and wrinkled, will cause 
pinching and chafing, resulting in 
‘leaks or blowouts.

When attempting to choose your life work, a long list of vocations 


should be obtained. 


Such a list usually may be selected from a city 


directory or from the telephone book, but as such a list may, in some 
instances, confine one’s choice too closely to one’s own community, many 


times it is best to add others to 
possible. ; 


A general understanding of some of | 
vocations | 


the requirements of these 
should be had, which can be obtained 
by consulting an unabridged diction- 
ary found in any library. A detailed 
description of each is given in the 
Jarger and newer reference volumes, 
such as an encyclopedia. 

But before at-

For instance: If mathematics and 
mechanical drawing are your most 
difficult subjects, you would, natural- 
ly, eliminate from the list such voca- 
Mons as require expert mastery of 
mathematics and drawing. 

Again, if languages are your most 
difficult subject, and if it is next to 
impossible for you to reduce your 
thoughts to writing, you would nat- 
urally eliminate from the list the yo- 
cations that require high efficiency in 
anguages and composition, 

It may be that you are retiring by 
nature and naturally shrink from any 
unnecessary social contact. This may 
lead you to become an expert in 
some vocation, the technique of which 
Aa highly sociable person would hard- 
ly master, but you would, because of 
your retiring nature, eliminate from 
the Jist those yorations that require

Automobile Accidents 
Can Be Prevented 


(From The Birmingham News.) 

It is possible to avoid automobile 
accidents. The terrific toll of fatalities 
and injuries and property damage for 
which automobile accidents are re- 
sponsibile each year in the United 
States can be prevented. There may 
be such a thing as an “unavoidable” 
automobile accident; but many acci 
dents which are so considered are not, | 
in faet, unavoidable. Certainly most 
automobile collisions could be prevent- 
ed by reasonably careful driving. 

It can be demonstrated by statistics 
that where drivers are educated in the 
simple rules of safe driving, accidents 
are extremely rare. A case in point 
is the record of the plant department 
of the Alabama division of the South- 
ern Rell Telephone Company in the 
first six months of this vear. It in» 
worthwhile to call attention to that 
record as an example of what can be 
done to prevent accidents. 

In Alabama, the plant department 
of the telephone company operates 131 
cars and trucks. The total mileage 
covered by them in the first = six 
months of this year was 602,000 
miles. In that period there were 
only two accidents in which motor 
vehicles of the company figured. and 
both of those were minor collisions, 
neither involving any injury to a per- 
son and neither involving property 
damage of so much as $5, In the last. 
four months, during which a_ total. 
mileage of 395,468 was covered, there 
was no accident at all. 

The company educates ite drivers 
in the rules of safety. It goes on 
the theory that accidents are due to 
negligence, and its experience shows 
that theory to be correct. The drivers 
are taught that the difference between 
an accident and a near accident is al- 
wars the driver, that the good driver 
avoids the accident while it is the 
ehance-taker that meets with one. The 
poor driver who- gets into tight places 
is the one who has to take chances 
to get out of them. 

The rules of safety in the, operatiou 
of automobiles are simple and easy 
to follow. If every driver will ap- 
proach street intersections carefully. 
not dispute the right of way with oth 
er cars. have the car under control 
at-all times. be careful in pulling out 
of or into lanes of traffic, give sig: 


so that other drivers may know what 
he intends doing before making turns | 
or stops, and drive carefully on curves | 
and hills—if every driver would ob- | 
serve these simple rules, automobile 
accidents would be reduced to a low 
figure.

‘Living Conditions of Negro Farmers 
Revolutionized: by Community Center 


SPARTA, Ga., Jaly 20.—(Special 
Correspondence.) —Down in Hancock 
county, the Log Cabin Negro Com- 
munity Center started now about a 
rear ago, is making progress. De- 
spite the general feeling of depres- 


sion felt nearly everywhere, the farm- 
ers in this community are‘ moving 
steadily forward with their plans 
for a balanced system of farming 
and‘a well-rounded social, self-suffic- 
ing community life. 

During the past year the people 
have been gradually finding them- 
selves. Z. T. Hubert, the community 
leader and extension agent, has made 
a survey of the families and obtained 
information as a guide to future con- 
structive planning. This year over 
600 acres of small grain were plant- 
ed in this community. Last year very 
little grain was sown but every 
farmer has plenty of wheat and oats 
sufficient to make bread for himself 
and stock. It is a most encouraging 
sign to see so much splendid growing 
grain on the hills of the community 
formerly bare at this time of the 
year. 

Over two years ago a_ registered | 
Hereford bull was brought into the | 
community. Today there are white- 
face calves on many of the farms. 
These calves come from a mating of 
the registered bull with the common 
dairy cows. Registered Duroc-Jersey 
hogs are serving the sows of all of 
These hogs will replen- 
ish the full smokehouses of meat 
which the farmers are now enjoying. 

Large crops of sweet potatoes are 
being planted. This year for the first 
time a potato storage house is being

A man of staunch determination | 
and indomnitable will, Crawford went | 
about his campaign for the senate in | 
his characteristic manner. He ban- 
died no words, but, rather, penetrated 
the minds of people with his magni- 
He was a fighter, | 
was this man of strong physique and | 
leonine manner, a fighter who neither | 
asked nor gave quarter. During his | 
first campaign for the senate he) 
fought two duels and in one received | 
a wound in the arm. 

With victory came a new states- | 
man to the American picture—a | 
statesman who has seldom been equal- 
Jed. A man whose courage and force | 
dominated his colleagues and produced | 
a record of such merit that voters of | 
Georgia were anxious to return him! 
for a full term in 1811. | 

In 1812 he was made president | 
pro tem. of the senate, and his work | 
there is almost unequalled, but be-| 
cause of trials and the complications | 
of international affairs he was asked 
to serve as secretary of war—an hon- 
or which he declined. And his dec-

'lination was wise, as later events were | 
‘to reveal, for with our strained rela-

Crawford was chosen to attend the 
court of St. Cloud in 1813. In or- 
der to fully appreciate the task of |

Those months in the court of Nb- 
poleon brought Crawford to the ver 
forefront of American men. In 181 
he was appointed secretary of war, 
so thorough was his analysis of in- 
ternational complications. The next 
year Crawford was made secretary of 
the treasury, a post which he held 
until 1825, when he gave it up to 
return to his beloved Georgia home.

and helpless. Despite that handicap 
he won 41 electoral votes, and since 
no candidate held a majority, the 
selection of a president was thrown 
into the house of representatives. 

If the turning of Clay against him 
during the campaign was a bitter 
dose, Crawford never revealed it in 
word nor manner. And it was Henry 
Clay who cast the vote which de- 
prived Georgia’s most illustrious son 
of the highest honor our country can 
bestow. The vote in the house was a 
tie—-Crawford and Adams. Henry 
Clay, as speaker, was to cast the 
deciding vote. A great hush fell over 
the assembly as Clay prepared to 
name the president, and riotous scenes 
followed when he cast his vote for 
John Quincy Adams. Fiery states- 
men grew bitter and the vote of Clay 
was to lead to a challenge for a duel. 

The Virginia dynasty had remained 
loyal to Crawford almost to a man, 
and when Clay cast his vote for 
Adams, fiery John Randolph, the 
: men and philoso- 
pher, arose in an angry tirade and 
shouted, “This is a trade between a 
puritan and a blackleg.”” Whereupon, 
Clay challenged Randolph to a duel. 
(If you remember, it was John Ran- 
dolph who arose in the house one 
day and said, “Mr. Speaker, I have 
found the philosopher’s stone.” The 
speaker said, “For God’s sake, tell 
us what it is.” Mr, Randolph said, 
“Live within your income.”) 

Crawford was having tea with his 
greatest friend, LaFayette, when 
news of his defeat came. He received 
the message calmly and philosophi- 
cally. The gentle and kindly LaFay- 
ette placed a hand on his knee, and 
spoke comforting words, conversing 
in that courteous and fluent manner 
which characterized his speech. He 
remained with Crawford for many 
hours and during that period when 
the hearts of two great men touched, 
a friendship, the like of which has 
seldom existed, was sealed foréver. 
LaFayette left in tears. 


But we have gone ahead of events. 
It was during his term as secretary 
of the treasury when Crawford dis- 
played his greatest genius. His deep 
understanding of European affairs and 
international finance made him inval- 
uable to a baby nation just learning 
to walk on its financial legs. To this 
day Crawford is regarded as one of 
the greatest, if not the very ablest, 
of all secretaries of the treasury. His 
portrait hangs in the treasury to this 
day and was reproduced in 1931 on 
those $500,000 bonds which the gov- 
ernment issued—the series which Mr. 
Haden said was the largest denomi- 
national issue ever made. 


When Adams took office he gen- 
erously offered Crawford his old posi- 
tion as secretary of the treasury, but 
the Georgian, in his characteristic and 
honest manner, said nay. His was the 
opinion expressed that he could not ’ 
serve well in an administration which 
he opposed and that he could not hon- 
estly support policies of which he did 
not approve, 

Time had taken its toll. Years had 
marched their vanguard into the 
health of the once magnificeht and 
handsome son of Georgia. He was a 
broken and hopeless man. Ambition 
did not burn in his great heart and he 
prepared to return to Woodlawn to 
die, The long journey from Washing- 
ton was made in carriages—a long 
procession of vehicles that bore great 
men behind their leader, Crawford. 
Through hills and valleys that cara- 
van traveled to Georgia—a cavaleade 
of sorrow and disappointment. 

After days of travel they reached 
Athens, only a few miles from the old 
Crawford home. The roads were dus- 
ty. but a warm April sun lent a cer- 
tain cheerfulness to the solemn band 
of men. Birds were singing, but in 
the heart of William Crawford there 
he knew that 


| his life had almost reached the hori- 


zon. 

The cavalcade traversed the dusty 
road, turned into a driveway winding 
through a forest of oaks. Spring was 
leaping into her greatest glory of 
green and white, a great pageant of 
nature shimmering in the warm Geor- 
gia sun. Down the mile or so of drive- 
way the carriages rolled until they 
came to the old mansion, set in a 
forest of magnolia and in the center 


of a carpet of velvet green. The col- 


umns of the great house seemed to be 
pinnacles of honor to a Georgian 
returning home. The carriage drew to 
a halt, and old servants came run- 
ning, laughing and happy because of 


'the return of the master. But a sud- 


den pall fell upon the old negro men 
and women, and children sensed some- 
thing which hushed their glee and en- 
larged their eyes. 

From the front carriages the pale, 
thin form of a great man was raised 
from his seat and tende:'v carried into 


| the living room—the great room where 


Monroe sat and discussed his doctrine 


| with Crawford. 


But the usefulness of Crawford had 
not ended. Though almost helpless he 
sat as a judge in the northern circuit 
of Georgia from 1827 until his death 
in 1834. 

Today those same great trees which 
Crawford loved are rustling in the 
July breeze, but the old house is not 
the same. It is almost in a state of 
decay. The old “cook house,” as they 
called kitchens in those days, is shat- 
tered and broken. The little room 
where hams were baked, turkeys were 
roasted and pastries were made is 
almost a wreck. The wide verandah 
where men of the old south sipped 
mint juleps is rotting away, and the 
living room with its great fireplace 
before which Crawford sat and plan- 


' ned his victories is rusty with age. 


A hundred yards away, the old cem- 
etery is almost in ruins with slabs 
and headstones fallen and graves flat- 
tened with time. It is a sad scene to 
conjure the sorrow of Georgia sons 
and daughters for their neglect of a 
distinguished brother. 

But present conditions shall not re- 
main. Mr. Haden and the garden clubs 
of Georgia will beautify the old ceme- 
tery and make of it a shrine. E. E. 
Holleran, who is director the The 
Constitution roto department, has 
sketched the design for a granite 
shaft which will be erected as a me- 
morial in the town of Crawford a 
mile or so away. And once again Geor- 
gians will possess in concrete form 
the memories and traditions of a great 
man. 

Once again the spring rains will fall 
upon a neat and well-kept carpet of 
grass and wash the headstones and 
slabs which mark the graves of the 
distinguished Crawfords. Once again 
the light snows of winter will place 
e@ blanket to shroud William Harris 
Crawford in the pure white his great 
heart and rich life so well symbolize.

New Appointment: 


_ While directing the club institute

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HE links in the human chain of protection: 


that has surrounded Jon Morrow Lindbergh 

since his secret birth in a New York City 

apartment are today being strengthened rather 
than weakened. 

As this is written, the efficient Englewood 
Police Department is planning to install in its nine 
high-powered cruising cars the very latest thing 
in radio. Not only will the cars have receiving 
sets through which will blare the alarms from 
headquarters; they will be equipped with send- 
ing apparatus by which they can talk to head- 
quarters and to each other. Even the great New 
York City Police Department has nothing so mod- 
ern as that. 

The waves emanating from the master send- 
ing set in headquarters will be keyed down so 
that they will carry only in the general vicinity 
of Englewood. It will be possible to pick them up 
only through the delicately-attuned instruments 
in the police cars; no other radio receiving set 
will be able to tune in on the messages. A radlo- 
equipped car could be standing right alongside a 
police car when a message was flashed out; the 
police radio would pick it up, but the other set 
wouldn’t. Similarly, a message sent from a po- 
lice car will be received only by headquarters 
and the other police cars. 

@ It will be readily seen what a valuable addi- 
tion the new police radios will be to the already 
well-nigh impregnable buttress that has been es- 
tablished at the Morrow estate. At least one of 
the nine cars is always‘roving in the vicinity. 

In the event of possible trouble at the estate, 
headquarters would be notified immediately over 
the direct wire that connects with the Morrow 
mansion, and word would instantly go out over 
the police radio. In fine, it would be but a matter 
of seconds from the time a Warning was shot from 
the mansion until the command, “All cars go to 
the Morrow estate! All cars go to the Morrow 
estate!’ reached the cops in the scouting. ma- 
chines. By the same token, it would be but a 
matter of few seronds until the car nearest!the 
property arrived on the scene. 

What a contrast from the night of March 1, 
of last year, when Col. Lindbergh telephoned the 
State Police that his baby had been kidnaped, 
only to have the trooper on the other end, natu- 
rally enough, put Lindbergh through a series of 
questions because he thought somebody was play- 
ing a practical joke! 

Then, too, should the cops in the car nearest 
the Morrow grounds notice anything untoward 
in or about. the premises headquarters, and the 
other eight cars could be instantly notified. 

Little Jon Lindbergh was fingerprinted when 
he was only a few weeks old. His illustrious fa- 
ther and the police saw to that. His prints are 
on file at the Bureau of Identification in Wash-. 
ington, and at the Headquarters of the New Jer- 
sey State Police in Trenton. 4 

@Too vividly emblazoned on the memories of 
the police and Jon’s parents is the kidnaping of 
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the first baby. His prints had not been taken, 
and only smudged, worthless impressions were 
obtained when the toys in his nursery and other 
things his little fingers had touched were sprin- 
kled with fine white powder. 3 

The specter of years of uncertainty, during 
which Col. Lindbergh and the former Anne Mor- 
row would never know whether their child was 
dead or alive, loomed up. The Charley Ross case 
was recalled. Little Charley had been lured from 
his home in Germantown, Pa., in the 60’s, and 
vanished as completely as if he had been whisked 
off to another planet. His father circled the globe 
—— a fortune in a futile effort to trace the 
child. 

In the years that followed, various children 
came forward, claiming to be the missing boy. 
The parents could never be certain. Even today, 
every so often a bent, grizzled old man trudges 
out of the nowhere and announces that he is 
Charley, and lays claim to the fortune that still 
awaits Charley in a Pennsylvania bank. Perhaps 
one of these old.men is Charley. But there were 
no fingerprints of the kidnaped boy and there- 
fore no claim can ever be proved.

HEN the American dollar 

began its rocket-stick fall in 

France, it meant tragedy for 
countless American students, young 
women and men alike, living in Paris. 
They found themselves confronted

IN THE VEGETABL 


ERY often the most im- 
portant work of the gar- 
den is slighted to a great 
extent. This is the work of thor- 
ough preparation of the soil be- 
fore the planting is actually car- 
ried on, whether of seeds, plants 
or bulbs. The statement is so true 
and so evident, that it  ardly 
seems believable that this work 
of preparation is being slighted. 
and yet most of our troubles in 
the garden may be laid to lack oO!

the general characteristics 
ef good garden soil, almost every 
amateur gardener is familiar. If 
the soil is too light and sandy, 
heavier soul should be added, along 
with some sort of humus. If the 
soil is too heavy, then sand, ®ood 
asres and lime may be added to 
belance it. 

The plant regardless of its 
origin—bulb, seed or cutting— 
ust have the proper food in the 
soil before it starts growing. The 
plant depends upon only two 
sources for all of its food. ab- 
sorption through the roots and 
absorption through the leayes. For 
both of these functions to car- 


ried on there is one thing that is 
necessary, and that is plenty of 
moisture. 

It is a fact that the amount of 
water varies in percentage from 
60 per cent to 90 per cent in the 
plant itself, but the most impor- 
tant part of that statement lies in 
the fact that for each pound of 
water that actually stays in the 
plant and becomes a part of it. 
usually 95 or more pounds have 
evaporated through the leaves. Bv 
a simple bit of arithmetic it mav 
be seen that for each pound of 
solid matter in your garden, there 
has been used from 500 to 1,000 
pounds of water. If you will stop 
and think about that fact it will 
be evident how important a part 
moisture plays in every: garden. 

There are a number of wavs 
that moisture-bearing humus may 
he supplied for the average vege- 
fable garden. 

Very few egardens during the 
fall are as large as those used in 
the spring. For that reason there 
is usually a large part of the 
garden lving idle throughout the 
winter time. And there is usually 
no good reason why this land 
eould not be used for some sort of 
winter cover crop. 

These- so-called winter cover 
crops, such as alfalfa, crimson 
clover, bur clover, red clover, Aus- 
trian winter peas or hairv vetch 
will serve to answer our question 
about water storage. The growth 
of the plant itself during the win- 
ter will add a certain amount of 
humus to the soil, and if these 
Plants are turned under in the 
spring a verv large amount of 
humus will have been added. 

One of the best winter cover 
crops for small gardens is hairy 
or winter vetch. sometimes called 
the cow pea of the winter. An- 
other similar plant is Austrian 
winter peas, very widely grown in 
the south, particularly in Ala- 
bama. Vetch is particularly easily 
grown and is a consistently heavy 
grower. When planted during the 
late summer or early fall as a 
cover crop, it prevents leaching 
and washing of the garden. Like 


all legumes, it improves the land. 


by adding nitrogen and organic 
nitrate to the soil. Besides nitro- 
gen, vetch furnishes organic mat- 
ter which is valuable in improving 
the physical condition of the soil 
and in making available the min- 
eral elements of plant food in the 
soil. 

It is in this improvement of the 
mechanical condition of the soil 


that we, as backyard gardeners, 
are continually interested. If the 
soil is in the proper mechanical 
condition it is a comparatively 
simple maatter to add sufficient 
plant food for the vegetable. or 
the flower plant’s proper growth. 

For the average backyard gar- 
den, improvement of the mechani- 
cal condition of the soil means the 
adding of humus. Humus is a 
word that is used more in garden 
discussions than any other one 
word, and there is probably more 
misunderstanding over this term 
than over any other. It is simply 
decayed vegetable matter and 
there is-no medium that can hold 
water to better advantage for gar- 
dening .work than the proper 
amount of humus, or decayed 
vegetale matter, in the = soil. 
Through the planting of winter 
cover crops we are supplying de- 
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caved vegetable matter in exactly 
the manner in which nature in- 
tended it to be added. 


While a part of our garden is 
being improved. while we are 
thinking about next vear, let us 
not forget that much may, and 
must be done now for vegetables 
to be used during the fall and 
winter. Swiss chard is one of the 


fool-proof vegetables like spinach, 
in its certainty to produce. It is 
a logical successor to the spinach 
crop for greens, as it starts in pro- 
duction as the spinach yields to 
hot weather and goes out of busi- 
ness. It also may be planted 
earlier in the fall than spinach. 
Chard is the ideal greens for the 
city garden because of the large 
output from small space. 

It is a beet that is so busy mak- 
ing top that it does not have time 
to make a root to speak of. It is 
also of fair complexion, while the 
beet is ruddy. The old-fashioned 
way of using chard was to pull up 
the entire plant when gathering 
it for the table. The modern and 
improved way is to cut the leaves 
and let the plant keep on pro- 
ducing, which it will’ do most 
obliging ly. 

Like beet, the seed should not 
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be sown very thickly. as each seed 
is a bunch of. seeds, in fact, It 
should be thinned to two inches 
apart, and as the plants crowd 
each other they can be pulled to 
leave them six inches apart for 
permanent cutting. 

While chard is used mostly for 
its greens, the thick, fleshy mid- 
ribs and stems may be served sep- 
arately cooked like asparagus. 
They have a very delicate flavor 
prepared in this manner. 

While it will grow under the 
most adverse circumstances, rich 
soil and good cultivation do won- 
ders in producing heavy foliage 
and nicer stems and mid-ribs. 

SPINACH. 

Spinach is the easiest garden 
crop and the surest to produce 
something in the way of an edible 
vegetable, no matter 4ow badly it 
is treated. There is 3 tendency 
among gardeners in urhan dis- 
tricts to pass bv spinach as a 
home garden crop because it is so 
plentiful in the market and is sold 
at a reasonable price. but this is 
a mistake, as it is the earliest crop 
to be harvested at home and in 
quality, fresh garden spinach is 
superior to the market type. 

Spinach may be sown from the 
first of August until the first or 
fifteenth of October. 

More spinach seed -is wasted, 
probably, than that of any other 
vegetable. because it usually is 
poured into the row or broadcast 
thickly so that no one spinach 
plant in the row or bed has a fair 
chance to produce. It should be 
sown very thinly in rows six 
inches apart and the plants 
thinned to six inches apart. Then 
you will get real spinach. 

Spinach should be sown in fairly 
rich, loamy soil and should be fer- 
tilized at the time of planting. It 
should be fertilized again with 
some good. complete plant food, 
having an analysis of about 10-6-4, 
during the growing season, at in- 
tervals of two to four weeks. 

BEANS. 

The early varieties of beans, 
both butter beans and “string 
beans, may be planted during the 


first week in August, with the ex- 
pectation of getting a fairly good 
crop, unless the fall frosts come 
unusually early. 

The two best varieties of bush 
beans for this section are Red 
Valentine and Stringless Green 
Pod. Probably the one best variety) 
of lima or butter beans is Hender- 
son’s Bush Lima. It is particularly 
important in planting beans at 
this time of the year. that they 
be planted in good. rich loamy soil 
and be fertilized very heavily. If 
is only by growing them very fast 
and being able to pick the first 
beans to appear during the fifth 
or sixth week after planting, that 
we may have a satisfactory plant- 
ing this late. 

TURNIPS. 

August is the accepted month for 
planting all varieties of turnips, 
including Seven Top for greens. 
Shogoin for greens and turnips, 
as well as our old favorite, Purple 
Top Globe. 

PERENNIAL HERBS. 

A great many of the common 
herbs used in the kitchen may 
well be grown in the garden. Some 
of these are perennials and should 
be. planted during this- month in 
order that a good crop may be 
grown for next year. Some of the 
more common varieties of peren- 
nial herbs are balm, catnip, dill, 
horehound, lavender, rosemary} 
sage, thyme and wormwood. 

Sage, the standby for poultry 
dressings, may be easily raised 
from seed. Half a dozen plants 
will yield an ample supply of 
leaves. The sage is a salvia and 
is an ornamental plant in the 
garden, the peculiar tone of the 
leaves giving a name to a color, 
sage green 

The main idea with these and 
other herbs is to give each plant 
room enough to develop to full 
capacity. The more room it has, 
the more leaves it will produce, 
and in most of them it is the 
dried leaves that give the flavor. 

Dill is a biennial and must be 
planted each year. This is the 
proper time for planting dill seed, 


for good plants next vear. It is 
at this time of the vear that a 
great many housewives are trying 
to find that it is next to impos- 
sible to locate a good supply. For 
this reason dill should be found 
in almost every home garden. AS 
a substitute for dill leaves to use 
in making dill. pickles, the seeds 
may be used. 

In times such as these are, let 
us not slight our vegetable garden. 
A great many vegetables may be 
planted in the fall. that are not 
commonly planted at that time. 
Some of these that should not be 
overlooked, other than collards 
and cabbages and turnip greens, 
which are always remembered. 
are beets, carrots, kale, Irish po- 
tatoes, onions, English peas, win- 
ter radishes and winter spinach. 


WHAT TO DO IN JULY. 


SPRAYING: The bugs are having a big 
time now. Those that chew may be 
controlled by the use of any arsenical 
spray, such as arsenate of iead. cal- 
clum arsenate or pyrox. The lice. flies. 
aphis and other sucking insects may 
he controlled by the use of the pyre- 
thrum sprays or nicotine sulphate For 
the mildews, blights and black spot. 
the Massey dust, Bordeaux or Volek. 
for bean beetles a mixture of calcium 
arsenate. sulphur and lime is recom- 
mended by the department of agricul- 
ture of Alabama. 
ERTILIZER: If your dahlias and gladi 
olus are about to bloom give them an 
application of a good high-grade com- 
mercial fertilizer. If they will not 
blooming for a month or more 
mixture of sheep manure and 
meal. For the vegetable garden 
the cutting flowers an applica- 
f a good high-grade commercial 
about 12-4-4 will make them 

ff quickly 

LAWNS: For best results iawns should 
have a monthly application ef a 
good high-grade fertilizer followed by 
a thorough soaking. Patch the bare 
spots with a few seeds and a hand- 
ful of fertilizer in each spot. 

SPRING BULBS: Tulip and daffodil 
culbs may be taken up and trans- 
planted at this time, now that the 
tops are turning yellow. These bulbs 
should be dried in a cool, shady, well- 
ventilated spot. This transplanting is 
not necessary. 

“RUNING: Take out all of the dead 
wood in the shrubbery, fruit trees, 
roses and all plants. This is the proper 
time of the year for pruning all of the 
spring flowering odie. such as forsy- 
thia, bridal wreath. bush honeysuckle. 
redbud and all other shrubs blooming 
before the month of June,

to have a tricky problem in 

the extraordinary case of 
Andrew Vansant Fox, young 
prosecuting attorney who is ac- 
cused of the murder of his 
parents. Various mysterious cir- 
cumstances indicated, according to 
the authorities, that Fox attempt- 
ed a “perfect crime,” and he is 
being held for the action of the 
grand jury. However, there is a 
wide division of opinion as to his 
guilt or innocence. 

In view of the unknown facts 
of this case, it is difficult to de- 
termine what are and what are 
not significant events. For in- 
stance, on April 4, 1931, Andrew 
Fox's pretty wife, the former 
Leonora Thomas, of Frankfort, 
kissed him an affectionate good- 
by and departed for a visit to her 
parents. A few days later she 
wrote Fox at their home in Mays- 
ville that she wasn't coming back 
to him. Later she obtained a di- 
vorce and married a doctor in 
West Palm Beach, Fla. 


That same month of April, 1931, 
the ancestral home of the prose- 
cutor’s parents, Claiborne and 
Emma Vansant Fox, down-state 
at Elizaville, in Fleming county, 
burned to the ground. All the oc- 
cupants, including Andrew Fox, 
who was visiting his parents at 
the time, escaped uninjured. 

The date of this fire was April 
26. 

One year to the day later a 
fire broke out in the home oc- 
cupied by young Fox and his 
parents, at the corner of Main 
and E. 2d streets, Maysville. This 
time only Andrew escaped. His 
father and mother were found 
dead in their bed. 

The flames were first seen at 
11:45 p. m., by occupants of a 
passing automobile. The tourists 
knocked at the front door of Van

pleted her estate. She herself had 
carried no life insurance, but her 
husband had been insured for 
$5,000. 

This seemed to established a 
possible motive until detectives 
learned that Claiborne Fox had 
borrowed on the policy until only 
$800 was realizable on his death. 

Old friends at Elizaville spoke 
highly of Prosecutor Fox. Accord- 
ing to them, Andrew had been de- 
voted to his parents, had no bad 
habits, and never got into the 
usual scrapes. He had been, they 
said, in all respects a model son, 
and therefore it was utterly ab- 
surd to suspect him of murder, It 
was, indeed, unthinkable. 

Then detectives ‘earned of an 
attachment between Fox and Miss 
Edna Robertson, pretty Maysville 
girl of good family. He had been 
courting her, it was said, for four- 
teen months. 

During all this courting period, 
the sleuths were told, Mrs. Clai- 
borne Fox, who proudly traced her 
ancestry to a long line of dis- 
tinguished men, had not invited 
the young woman to her home; 
indeed, she had frowned upon 
Miss Robertson as a_ possible 
daughter-in-law. 

Miss Robertson, on the other 
hand, was said to have scorned so- 
ciety and figuratively turned up 
her nose at the idea of a family 
tree. 

Was the motive buried some- 
where in this alleged difference 
between Fox and his mother? 

While the investigation contin- 
ued, the prosecutor lived on the 
poultry farm of his mother’s sis- 
ter, Mrs. William E. Pyles, eight 
miles below Maysville. One night. 
Several days after the tragedy, 
Coroner Knox and several other 
officers visited the farm. and ask- 
ed Fox to come along with them. 
He had been out in the barn with

They took him to the cemetery 
at Mayslick, where Claiborne and 
Emma Fox were buried. They 
questioned him, there at the 
graves. But the suspect would 
make no admissions. Quite the 
contrary, he insisted he had loved

Prosecutor Fox, who was in the 
bedroom immediately above that 
of his parents. (This was before 
the firemen arrived.) Fox opened 
a window, velled that he would 
be right down, and a moment 
later he burst out of the house, 
wearing a pair of trousers over his 
pajamas. 

“My mother and father are in 
there!” he shouted, and made an 
attempt to enter their bedroom 
through a window. He was re- 
strained. 

The firemen soon had _ the 
flames under control. The house 
was not seriously damaged. Fire- 
men dragged Mr. and Mrs. Fox 
out of the bedroom and into the 
yard. But they were dead. 

Firemen Llovd Means and An- 
drew Read carefully examined the 
couple's bedroom. They noted 
that the windows and doors had 
been closed and that the fire had 
been centered on and about the 
bed. 

Suddenly Means sniffed the air 
near the bed then looked at his 
companion. 

“Come here, Andy,” he said. 
“See if you smell anything queer 
about the bed-clothes.” 

Fireman Reed did so, and then 
he, too, looked startled. ‘“Kero- 
sene!"” he gasped. 

Means nodded. 

*. o . + 

They proceeded upstairs to 
Prosecutor Fox's room. According 
to their testimony, the damage 
done by fire in that room had 
been four times greater than in 
the room below. They also declar- 
ed that Andrew Fox had not slept 
in the bed, although the covers 
had been turned down.’ 

An insurance adjuster, David 
Caldwell, was called in to make 
an examination. He reported that, 
in his opinion, two fir@S had been 
started, one in each bedroom, and 
that both had been incendiary. He 
termed the blaze in the down- 
stairs bedroom a “flash fire” and 
declared it had damaged “on'' 4 
small area in the ceiling.” He in- 
sisted the downstairs fire was 
quite independent of the blaze 
in the prosecutor's room. 

Questioned, he said he had 
reached home from the office at 
4:30 p. m.. had not gone out again, 
and had retired at 10 o'clock. This 
statement was questioned when 
William Swisher said he met Fox 
in front of a downtown drug store 
shortly after 10 p. m. and Mrs. 
William Kinsler stated Fox had 
told her he had been home just 
an hour when he was aroused by 
shouts. 

City, county and state authori- 
ties tackled the case, Coroner Al- 
bert S. Knox, in charge of the in- 
vestigation, called in Detective 
Ora Slater, famed sleuth of Cin- 
cinnati. Many Maysville residents 
resented the attempt to build up 
a case of murder against their 
prosecuting attorney. 

Claiborne and Emma Fox had 
been respected residents of Flem- 
ing county for over a half a 
century before their home burned 
at Elizaville. As near as investiga- 
tors could discover, this blaze had 
originated from an over-heated 
oil burner in an incubator which 
Mrs. Fox kept in the dining room 
of her home. 

Prosecutor Fox, at the time of 
the first fire. had arrived only an 
hour or two before the thing hap- 
pened. He had not vet unpacked 
his bar 

Neighbors reported that Mrs. 
Fox Sr. had inherited about $100.- 
000 from the Vansant family, but 
unfortunate investments and the 
expense of putting her only child 
through Centre College and the 
jaw school of the University of 
Kentucky, and getting him estab- 
#shed in practice, had greatly de- 


his parents devotedly, and that 
their deaths had been a profound 
shock to him. 

Mrs. Pyles, interviewed later, 
declared that her sister expected 
Andrew to marry again. “I have 
heard her tell him that he was too 
young—27—to let one unfortunate 
experience wreck his life. I never 
heard her utter a word of objec- 
tion to Miss Robertson becoming 
his wife.” 


However, on May 15 Coroner 
Knox swore out warrants charging 
Fox with killing his parents, 

The young lawyer was in the 
chicken barn on the Pyles farm 
when Sheriff John Marshall. of 
Mason county, and Deputy Rich- 
ard Lloyd arrived to take him into 
custody. He displayed no sur- 
prise when the warrants were read 
to him and made no comment. 
His uncles, William Pyles and W. 
C. Fox, accompanied him to 
Maysville, where he retained At- 
torney B. S. Grannis to repre- 
sent him. 

Fox was arraigned before Judge 
H. P. Purnell and was committed 
to jail without bond. Upon ad- 
vice of his attorney, he declined 
to be questioned or interviewed. 

The inquest. and examining trial 
followed three days later. Close 
to a thousand persons jammed 
the ancient courthouse, erected in 
1838, to view and hear what 
promised to be a sensational pro- 
ceeding. Not in many years had 
such a case broken in that region. 
Judge Purnell warned the crowd 
that the building was swaying and 
that they remained at their own 
risk. Only one person responded 
—a bald-headed man who slowly 
walked out of the room amid the 
laughs of the spectators. 

Witnesses related the story of 
the fire, the finding of the two 
bodies, thé smell of kerosene on 
the bedclothes, and the insurance 
adjuster gave his opinion that 
there had been not one but two 
fires. 

Dr. A. F. Murphy, county health 
officer, testified that there were 
ho signs of smoke or flames on 
the tongues or in the lungs of the 
victims, and that the blood of the 
victims had not coagulated when 
found. He said he had examined 
the bodies for signs of external 
injuries and had found none. 

Dr. FE. S. Maxwell, a patholo- 
gist who assisted in the post- 
mortem examination, confirmed 
Dr. Murphy's findings, and added 
that the hair of Mrs. Emma Fox 
had been saturated with kero- 
sene. 

Both doctors testified that in 
their opinions Mr. and Mrs. Fox 
had been dead at least an hour 
before the fire started. .- 

A report from a laboratory 
stated that there had been no 
traces of poison An the internal 
organs of Claiborne Fox. Appar- 
ently there had been no similar 
examination of the woman's body, 
for no report was submitted. 

Coroner Knox questioned wit- 
nesses regarding the time of the 
tragedy. Several neighbors de- 
clared they had arrived at the 
scene at 11:40 p. m., and members 
of the fire department timed their 
arrival at 11:53. A clock in the 
bedroom of the dead couple had 
stopped at 11:59. 

Another important issue in the 
trial was whether Prosecutor Fox 
had been asleep when the fire 
Started. The firemen testified that 
the bed had not been Slept in, 
and was only mussed when one of 
their number fell through the 
flooring of the attic and another 
Stood on the bed to use an ex- 
tinguisher. 

Judge Purnell himself took a 
hand in the questioning when 
Ernest Claypoole and Ellis Fields, 
the tourists who discovered the 


fire, testified that they held Fox 
while entering the room where his 
parents were trapped: 

Defense Attorney Grannis made 
light of the two-fire idea. He at- 
tempted to show that that fire 
upstairs could have been caused 
by the blaze downstairs, spreading 
to the extent it did while firemen 
were centering their efforts on 
quenching the flames. on the 
ground floor and rescuing the ap- 
parently uncOnscious couple. 

Fox consulted with his attorney 
throughout the examination of 
witnesses, suggesting a question 
now and then. He did not, how- 
ever, take the stand. 

One of the firemen testified 
that at Andrew Fox’s request he 
had searched for Mrs. Fox's three 
diamond rings and found them 
under the pillow. He had turned 
them over to the prosecutor. 


The crowd broke into applause 
when Commonwealth Attorney 
Marmaduke Hargett turned to 
Grannis and shouted: 

“If the defendant didn’t do it, 
who did?” 

“TI am not the state's attorney.” 
retorted Grannis. “If I were I 
think I might find who did it.” 

Hargett snorted. “The killing of 
Mr. and Mrs. Fox was not the 
deed of an ordinary criminal or 
hobo. It was the act of one who 
possessed a brilliant mind.” 

He insisted that the accused 
man be held in jail without bond 
to await the action of the Mason 
county grand jury. Grannis fought 
against this, since the grand jury 
was not due to meet until Sep- 
tember. Harrett cited two circuit 
court opinions to the effect that 
a defendant could be so held if 
the court believed there were rea- 
sonabie grounds to believe he 
committed the crime or if the 
presumption were great enough to 
justify it. 

“Iam willing to omit completely 


the testimony as to the defend& 


ant’s bed not having beer slept 
in, and the evidence pertaining 
to two separate fires in 
house,” the state’s attorney 
gued. “We have remaining 
testimony of persons living in 


neighborhood who said they heard 
various noises before the shouts 
of fire. 

“Two of them had time to part- 
ly dress after the aiarm of fire 
had been sounded and to arrive 
at the scene of the fire before 
Prosecutor Fox, who was in the 
room above that of his parents, 
left the house and came.around in 
front.” 

He concluded his argument to 
the court by insisting that the 
crime could, not have been com- 
mitted without the knowledge and 
co-operation of the defendant. 

Defense Attorney Grannis de- 
clared it was not right to commit 
his client to jail simply because 
the prosecution had not found 
some one é¢lse who committed the 
crime. ° 

“TI move that the defendant be 
discharged,” Grannis shouted. 
“There is not one scintilla of evi- 
dence against him, not even 
enough to authorize a small judg- 
ment in a civil suit.” 

Judge Purnell weighed the evi- 
dence for nearly an hour, then 
came slowly out of his chambers 
and mounted the dais. There he 
announced to a hushed court that 
although there was no direct evi- 
dence to show that Fox was guilty, 
the presumption was great enaygh 
to warrant holding him without 
bond. 

Fox, hearing this. dropped his 
head into his arms on the counsel 
table and sobbed. A circle of rela- 
tives gathered around him. 

Grannis asserted he would take 
immediate steps to free Fox on 
bond by filing notice in circuit 
court for hearing a writ of habeas 
corpus. His plea for a writ, he 
said, would be based on the con- 
stitutionality of holding his client 
in jail on circumstantial evidence. 

Later the defense decided not to 
apply for a writ, since this would 
have required Fox to outline his 
defense and thus give the prosecu- 
tion some valuable tips in the 
preparation of the case for the 
commonwealth. 

What's the answer in this mys- 
terv? Perhaps we'll know later in 
the vear—and perhaps we won't.

balance of the tricks is at 
times very annoying to the op- 
position. The line of play which 
Declarer is planning to pursue is 
not always clear, and excessive ex- 
planation is likely to confuse the 
entire issue. Some times the mat- 
ter becomes so involved that the 
Declarer is unable to _ decide 
whether a certain play is obvious 
or is taking advantage of some in- 
formation he has gained after he 
has exposed his: hand, and the 
question becomes one of ethics as 
well as of fact. 


All this is freely admitted, but © 


it is nevertheless a fact that fail- 
ing to claim the balance when 
the way in which the tricks may 
be taken is very obvious is alsg 
bad policy. The game is unneces- 
sarily delayed and the opponents 
forced to concentrate on some- 
thing which requires no concen- 
tration whatsoever. 

Even so, however, it is not al- 
ways certain that thé Deciarer 
will make a laydown hand. I 
have in mind the following rather 
amusing series of incidents which 
happened not long ago in a New 
York bridge club. 

East, Dealer. 

Neither side vulnerable.

The bidding does not call for 
Obviously East's 
bid is a semi-psychic and the 
North-South pair did quite well 
to reach a game in the face of it. 
As a matter of fact, North and 
South could not have been criti- 
cized too severely for reaching a 
Slam, as this contract is depend- 
ent only on a diamond finesse and 
a heart break. At any rate, there 
they are at four hearts. 


The Opening lead was a club, 
which Declarer won in the Dum- 
my with the Ace. At this point 
the Dummy, somewhat interested 
in finding out the contents of the 


South hand. asked to be shown 
the closed hand. This request was 
granted and the Dummy grasped 
the situation at once. Then, in 
order to find out whether a Slam 
had been missed, he leaned over 
to look at East’s hand. Seeing 
the King of diamonds, he decided 
that it had not, and so told his 
partner to lay the hand down 
and claim five, as it was obvious 
with the trumps breaking that no 
more than one diamond and one 
spade could be lost. This the De- 


clarer refused to do, however— 
perhavs feeling that some ciuance 
existed of playing for some sort 
of a pseudo-squeeze. His first 
play was the Queen of hearts and 
he followed this with two more 
rounds of the same suit. The 
trumps being exhausted, Dummy 
again insisted that Declarer lay 
his hand down and claim five. 
Again he was refused and this 
time the Ten of diamonds was 
led, Dummy playing low. East 
won with the King and returned 
a club. This card Declarer ruff- 
ed, and the Dummy now sa. that 
the situation was fast becoming 
very dangerous—that if Declarer 
made one more false move the 
hand would be blocked. He there- 
fore made the same request the 
third time, this time perhaps 
somewhat unethically, as he was 
beginning to fear that his part- 
ner might misplay the hand. De- 
clarer again waived the request 
aside. He now led a low diamond. 
Dummy, of course, held the trick 
and now a law spade was led and 
covered with the King. Aft this 
point it was apparent that the 
blocking situation which was 
feared by Dummy had actually 
occurred. All that West had to 
do was win with the Ace and lead 
another club, which Declarer 
would be forced to ruff with his 
last trump. The Dummy would 
then hold two high ciamoncs and 
the Queen-Ten of spades, and it 
would consequently be impossible 
to avoid the loss of the spade trick 
at the end. Since the hand was 
being played in a Duplicate match, 
where every trick might mean the 
difference between a top and a 
bottom, it is quite apparent that 
to myake four instead of five 
would be quite a serious error. 
By this time Dummy was in 
agony and was inwardly cursing 
partner for having fai! | to take 
his advice. Just as he reached the 
height of his rage, however, a 
rather remarkable event took 
place, Declarer laid his hand 
down and said: 

“Partner, I guess you were 
right; I cannot ma’e more than 
five!” This seemed about all that 
the ‘orth player was capable of 
standing. but he had still another 
surprise in reserve for him. Both 
the opponents calmly studied the 
situation for a moment and then 
threw their cards in. 

“I guess you're 
agreed. 

It took ten minutes for Dum- 
my to recover.

Sign-offs are extremely valu- 
able, principally because they en- 
able a partnership to reach the 
best possible «contract without 
running the risk of getting too 
hizh. Wowever, they must be 
handled delicately because vesy 
often one’s partner is likely to 
confuse them with §strength- 
showing bids. This situation oc- 
curs most often after a “free” 
bid "1s been made.

4—Since this bid is made over 
an intervening Overcall it 
shows more strength than it 
would have if West had passed. 

5—Also a fairly strong bid. The 
hand is worth one more try 
and South felt that it was bet- 
ter to show the stopper in 
hearts than to make a rather 
doubtful rebid in spades. 

6—This was the bid which South 
finally decided to interpret as 
a sign-off. Actually it was 
nothing of.the sort. Had West 
never entered the bidding at 
all the deduction would have 
been correct, as North would 
then have been forced to bid 
either three notrump or four 
spades. The two-heart bid, 
however, changed the three- 
spade bid from a sign-off to a 
strong bid. Of course, it is 
perfectly true that North could 
have bid three notrump any- 
way, and probably should 
have, but the fact that he 
didn't was no excuse for 
South's pass. 

7—South should bid either three 

notrump or four spades—prefer- 


ably the former. As it hap- 

pens, this can be made while 

four spades is impossible.
